Premier Carles Arias Navarro 
went twice yesterday to Franco's 
Palace, where the chief of state was 
attended by his wife and daughter 
and a team of specialists. Between 
the two trips the Prime Minister 
conferred with Juan Carlos, 

Prince Juan Carlos remained in 
his palace a few miles from Fran- 
co’s residence throughout the day.

Return to

MAJDAL SHAMS. — Life in the 
Northern Golan returned to normal 
for the Druse villagers after being 
disrupted by the attack on an Is- 
Yael patrol three days ago, and the 
Syrian violation of Israel air space 
on Monday and last week. 

The Druse returned to work in 
their fields right up to the border, 
and families from both Israe] and 
the Golan Heights came to the 
“fence of tears” where they ex- 
changed greetings with relatives 
from the Syrian side through loud- 
speakers. Large numbers of Druse 
from the village of Jerema, on the 
outskirts of Damascus, came right 
to the border in buses and private 
vehicles, 

In Kuneitra, Syrian engineers 
continued fortification work, with 
dynamite explosions heard — and 
occasionally seen — on the Israel 
side. Along the northern sections of 
the border, however, Syrian shep- 
herds were noticeably absent, and 
two villages — Khan Armaba and 
Jabbat el-Khashab — were ali but 
deserted, Kuneitra also had only 
small numbers of soldiers and police- 
men, with the customary Syrian 
visitors to the town not to be seen. 

Austrian soldiers of the UN forces 
in Position 22 near Kuneitra, were 
sunbathing. One of them told news- 
men the situation was calm. UN 
forces’ headquarters said there was 
mo reason for any alerts — but 
ὮΝ soldiers were reportedly pre- 
paring for possible renewal of hos- 
tilities by digging in and installing 
prefabricated ‘bombshelters. 

Civillams in Golan settlements said 
necessary precautions had been taken,

The interim accord came into 
force on October 10 when Israel 
added its full signature to the 
accord protocol, which it initialed 
in Geneva following the U.S. Con- 
gress approval on the deploy- 
ment of 200 American technicians 
at early warning stations to be 
set up on the new lines separating 
Israeli and Egyptian forces. 

Today's meeting will take place 
at UN post 512 north of the buffer 
zone under the chairmanship of Lt 
Gen. Ensio Siilasvuo, Chief Coordi- 
nator of UN forces in the Middle 
East. The UN headquarters in New 
York yesterday dispatched James 
Jonah, Principal Officer for the Un- 
der-Secretary General for Special 
Political Affairs, to assist Gen. Sii- 
lasvuo at today's meeting. 

Both Israel and Egypt will be re- 
presented by military personnel and 
no civilians from either side will 
take part, apparently on Cairo’s 
insistence that the field talks be 
confined to military affairs, The 
Israeli delegation comprising three 
high-ranking officers will be led by 
Aluf Herel Shafir while the Egyp- 
tian team including the same num- 
ber of members will be headed by 
Gen. Taha el-Magdoub. 

In response to Egyptian requests, 
the parties agreed to bar newsmen 
from covering today’s meeting. Only 
a UN TV crew has been permitted 
fo record the event. The Egyptians 
were reported to have asked to hold 
their joint meeting with the Israelis 
“in a peacefal and quiet atmos- 
phere.” 

Today’s meeting inaugurates the 
establishment of the Egyptian-Israeli 
Joint Commission which was agreed 
upon in article VI in the annex of 
the Sinai interim “agreement be- 
tween the Government of the Arab 
Republic of Egypt and the Govern- 
ment of Israel.” That article said 
that “the parties hereby establish a 
joint commission for the duration 
of this agreement" which was said 
would “remain in force until super- 
seded by a new agreement.” 

The same article said that the 
joint commission “will function un. 
der the aegis of the chief coordi- 
nator of the UN peace-keeping mis- 
sion in the MiddJle East in order 
to vomsider any problem i 
from this Agreement and ene 
the United Nations Emergency Force 


in the execution of its mandate...” 

Gen. Siilasvuo yesterday told The 
Jerusalem Post that today’s first 
meeting of the joint commission will 
deal with “matters pertaining tothe 
implementation of the mew Sinai 
accord, particularly with regard to 
the southern area,” stretching along 
the off zone on the eastern coast of 
the Gulf of Suez. 

Barring an emergence of unex- 
pected problems, the joint commis- 
sion was unlikely to hold its second 
meeting before the end of Novem. 
ber or the beginning of December, 
by which date the first phases of 
the interim agreement would have 
been carried out in accordance with 
8. defined timetable. This includes: 
@ November 15, 1200 hours: the 

transfer by Israel to UNE of 
the Ras Sudar zone including the 
local oil field which Israel had al- 
ready handed over on October 10 
to American oll technicians repre- 
senting Egypt. 
@ November 16, 1200 hours: the 
transfer of the said zone by 
UNEF to Egypt. 
@ November 24.30: 

(i) UNEF enters the entire Suez 
Gulf coastal zone of the Abu Ro- 
Geis zone and the dispatch by Egypt 
of technicians to the oil installa. 
tions there. 

(4) Israel forces leave that zone 
at 1200 hours, November 30. 

@ December 1: At 1200 hours the 

transfer by UNEF to Egypt of 
the said coastal zone linking the 
port city of Suez with Abu Rodeis. 

In this area, UNEF will assure 
that there are no military or para- 
military forces of any kind, mili-~ 
tary fortifications and military ins- 
tallations; the peace-keeping force 
will establish checkpoints and have 
the freedom of movement necessary 
to perform this function, the agree- 
ment says. 

The Abu Rodeis area includes two 
road junctions which will be used 
jointly by the Egyptians and the 
Israelis, who will be pulling back 
to areas close to that zone. 

The joint commission’s meeting on 
the second phase of the interim set- 
tlement will by then focus on the 
northern area whose basic timetable 
begins on January 12-13 with VNEF 
moving eastward beyond the south- 
ern tip of the present buffer zone 
to take over its new strip from 
Israeli Zorces. The process of the 
Israeli pullback in the northern 
area, including the Gidi and Mitla 
passes, is scheduled to be accom- 
plished on January 22 by which 
time American technicians would 
have taken positions at early warn- 
ing stations, including one to be set 
up for Egypt by the U.S. to match 
tac Una ccuashiba post which Is- 
rael would continue to maintain 
west of the passes. 


Beirut shaken by 
heavy barrages

Beirut last night was rocked by 
a new round of murderous sectarian 
warfare with heavy barrages rock- 
ing several suburbs as well as the 
central areas of the Lebanese ca- 
pital, now in its seventh month of 
civil strife.

were reported missing or kidnapped 
by the rival factions. 

A mortar barrage had earlier in 
the day struck the headquarters of 
Lebanon's security forces located 
near the Hotel Dieu de France in 
the Christian district of Ashraflye. 
Three security officials and a civil- 
jan were wounded seriously, it was 
reported.

‘Cargo through 
Canal delayed

An Israel-bound cargo which was 
to have passed through the Suez Ca- 
nal today or tomorrow will not now 
make the voyage, and the transit of 
the first such cargo will be postpon- 
ed for “several days,” informed 
sources said in Jerusalem yesterday. 

The delay was caused by “load- 
ing and technical reazons,” the 
sources said. They stressed that there 
were no political obstacles in the way 
of a cargo transit, and once the 
various technical problems had been 
overcome a cargo would go through. 
They indicated that ‘this would be 
before the end of the month. 

This will mean, in effect, that the 
sailing will coincide with President 
Sadat’s visit to Washington — and 
he is certain to make use of it in 
his efforts to foster 4 benevolent and 
moderate image of himself in the 
eyes of American public opinion. 

The informed sources here denied, 
however, that thig had been Sadat’s 
design all along: to delay the transit 
until the date of his Washington 
visit. They insisted that unavoidable 
technical problems had prevented an 
earlier sailing. 

In Port Said, Suez, a ship carry- 
ing Israeli cargo that was expected 
to pass through the Suez Canal to- 
morrow has postponed its journey 
10 days. They could give no expla- 
nation for the delay, AP reported. 

Officials in Port Said said an 
Egyptian military officer attached 
to the Arab Boycott of Israel Of- 
fice had arrived there to inspect the 
Israeli cargo. "He showed us the 
Bovernment's approval to allow the 
ship with its cargo to transit the 
Canal,” the source said. ᾿

Galilee moshavim want

The maternity allowance has 
been cut by 60 per cent, and elderly 
People living alone (not couples), 
whose National Insurance allow- 
ances have not been raised, are now

Banks make too much on 
certain savings schemes

A Treasury study reveals com- 
mercial banks and other financial 
institutions are making excessive 
profits on savings schemes guaran- 
teed by the Government and warns 
against giving the banks similar 
concessions in future. 

All savings schemes which are 
linked to the Cost-of-Living Index 
are guaranteed.’ However, the banks 
make different rates of profit ca 
the various schemes. 

When a saver invests in bonds 
whieh are fully linked to the index 
and carry 4 per cent interest, the 
gToss cost to the Government is

The Treasury has established a 
scale to measure the “efficiency” 
of a bond by dividing the saver's 
income by the cost to the govern- 
ment. In the above case, the ef- 
ficiency rate is 84 per cent (2.6 per 
cent divided by 3.1). 

‘When this efficiency is com~ 
pared to similar rates in the other 
saving schemes, one finds the other 
schemes less advantageous to the 
Government:

The figures reveal that banks 
advise their customers to invest in 
the 10,000 scheme because it is 
most profitable for them. Treasury 
officials admit the saver receives 
a high 5 per cent, but point out 
he loses liquidity (if he wants to 
withdraw his money before five 
years are up he loses some of the 
jinkage and some of the interest). 
Index-linked bonds bring only 2.6 
per cent, but the saver can with- 
draw his money at any time. 

The study points out that the 
Government could issue bonds with 
the same terms as the 10,000 scheme 
and thus absorb ‘the present bank 
profits. The Government costs 
would then be only 3.1 per cen! 
jastead of 7. per cent. Ἶ

Two held for plotting to 
kill Ford in Sacramento 


WASHINGTON. — Two men were 
charged yesterday in connection 

an elaborate plot to kill 
Preidet Ford — on the same 
day ‘he came close to assassination 
in Sacramento, California, by Ly- 
nette ‘ * Fromm 

Attorney-General Ἔα στὰ Levi 
said on Monday night that the 
two men planned to set off an ex- 
plosion in Sacramento sewers 85 
Ford strolled in the grounds of 
the state Capitol buliding on Sep- 
tember 5, then pick him off with 
a shotgun in the ‘confusion that 
followed. 

But Levi said the plot collapsed 
because both men — Gary Desure, 
32, and Preston Mayo, 24, both un- 
employed — were arrested on theft 
Charges on August 26, 10 days be- 
fore the Ford visit. They were in 
a Santa Barbara, California, jail 
cel, More than 480 km away, on 
the day the attempt was to be car- 
ried out. 

A Justice Department spokesman 
said there was no evidence for link- 
ing the alleged Desure-Mayo plot 
with the pointing of a .45 calibre 
pistol at Ford by “Squeaky” From- 
me in Sacramento last month. 

Neither Levi nor Justice Depart- 


ment spokesmen would explain how 
the authorities became aware that 
the two in custody were in Cali- 
fornia. to try to kill the President. 

Levi's written statement said De- 
sure came from Warm Springs, 
Montana, and Mayo, from Warren 
County, Virginia. 

Both men were charged by 8 
federal grand jury in Los Angeles 

y with conspiring to assas- 
sinate the President and with mak- 
ing threats against his life. The 
first charge is ‘punishable by life 
imprisonment and the second hy 2 
maximum of five years. 

According to the "indictment, De- 
sure and Mayo were to work toge- 
ther in planning and detonating the 
explosion, then Mayo alone would 
try to shoot Ford. 

In Santa Barbara, where the two 
men were arrested’ on charges of 
stealing a television set, police said 
detailed plans for killing Ford in 
Sacrameoto were found in the back 
seat of their car. 

After the pair were arraigned in 
Santa Barbara on the theft charges, 
they were transferred to Los An- 
geles to face charges of plotting to 
assassinate Ford.

BACK IN FEBRUARY 1973 the 
Housing Ministry's location service 
ruled that a particular six-member 
family should receive a threé-room 
venta} apartment from Prazot, the 
joint Government-Jerusalem 
Municipality corporation charged 
with relocating families living in 
buildings which are to be torn down 
for urban improvement. 

The flat recommended by Prazot 
was in the Manahat section, under a 
bridge, and had total floor space of 68 
square metres. It was in very bad 
condition, and the family refused to 
accept it. 

Two months later a different flat 
was offered to the femily. This one 
had 75 square metres of floor space 
and was located in the Romema 
neighbourhood. The family agreed to 
accept it. 

A few days before moving in. they 
were asked by Prazot officials to yield 
the flat to another family which, the 
company said, needed this particular 
flat for special reasons. Promised 
that another flat would be provided 
in a few months if this one waa yield- 
ed, the six-member family agreed, 
and gave up the Romema unit. No 
other flat was forthcoming, however, 
so the head of the family complained 
to the Ombudsman. 

Approached by the Ombudsman 
for an explanation, the Prazot Cor- 
poration replied that new criteria 
adopted after the promise had been 
given to the family did not require 
the company to provide an alter- 
native flat for the family. Instead, 
the family was re-offered the original 
flat — in Manahat — after it had been 
decorated, but the family refused to 
accept this flat, and in the meantime 
it was taken by another family. 

The Ombudsman sided with the 
complainant, saying Prazot was 
obligated to give the family a 
different flat, since it had ylelded the 
Romema flat upon request of the 
company, and the new criteria were 
not yet in effect when the promise of 
ἃ replacement flat wag made, 

Finaliy, Prazot notified the Om- 

budsman it would comply -- and in 
the end it did. 
A POST OFFICE is not a public 
warehouse, so when you get a notice 
there's a package waiting for you — 
rush over and pick it up.

Since then, persons living in the 
complainant's house have to make 
thelr way through an unpaved round- 
about path, and in winter this 
means manoeuvring through puddies 
of water and mud. 

Through the years the resident has 
repeatedly appealed to both the 
Housin, and the Munieipali- 
ty of Afula — but to no avail. 
Investigation by the Ombudsman's 
Office reveal: there had indeed 
been a paved walkway to the com- 
plainant's house before the Ministry 
had erected the new building. 

In reply to an official notice from 
the Ombudsman, the Ministry dis- 
claimed all responsibility for 
destroying the waikway. The 
Municipality also disclaimed respon- 
sibility, blaming the Housing 

i instead. For its pert, the 
Housing Ministry insisted it was the 
Municipality and Amidar — the 
Government Housing Corporation — 
who destroyed the path in the course 
of a street development project in the 
area. 

The Ombudsman called ἃ meeting 
of all three organizations, and the 
road was finally fixed up — ty the 
Municipality. 


Police are rebuked

In their midnight booking of a 
14-year-old boy as a suspected purse 
amatcher, the police were sharply re- 
buked by the Ombudsman. The boy, 
riding home on his bicycle, was 
stopped by a girl soldier who said 
that the night before her purse was 
snatched by someone similar to him 
riding on the same bicycle. The boy 
said he had lent his bicycle to a 
friend the night before. The girl 
soldier west with him to the friend's 
house but the second boy was not 
home. She then took the boy down 
to the local police station. Although 
it was 11.30 p.m, he was booked. 
It wag not until 3 a.m. that a police- 
man went to the boy’s home to in- 
form his family of the arrest. 


The Ombudsman noted that it is 
against police regulations to jail a 


minor without an arrest order un. 
less he was caught in the act of 
committing a crime or if his release 
would endanger the investigation. A 
minor is also not to be arrested at 
night and is to be questioned not by 
a regular policeman but by special 
investigators dealing with juveniles. 
The Ombudsman rejected the police 
eontention that the hoy cid not have 
any identification papers and that 
he looked more than 16.

tion or mineral resources, but 
most will live in decent obscuri- 
ty. 

The great majority of mini- 
states are doing no harm to 
anyone. Their sovereignty is 
restricted by a harsh economic 
reality which permits them little 
more than a two-platoon army, 
and a dozen place settings for 
state dinners. Besides, think 
what a boon they are to stamp 
collectors.

Israel fashion week in N.Y.

ALTHOUGH THE AMERICANS 
may not know it, a positive and op-

THE DISCUSSION about VAT is 
warming up again. The date 
originally set for its imposition — 
October 1 — has come and gone. 
Finance Minister Rabinowitz has 
promised that VAT will come into 
force in January, but the Histadrut is 
as staunchly opposed to it as ever, 

and the issue is still hanging fire. 

The arguments in favour of VAT 
are too well known to need 
recapitulation. But its opponents are 
also mustering weighty arguments, 
warning in particular against VAT's 
imposition at a time of rising prices, 
when the entire tax-burden could be 
passed on to the consumers, while 
traders and manufacturers get away 
with a windfall gain on their inven- 
tories. Moreover, in such cir- 
cumstances, holders of linked deben- 
tures are likely to gain at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayer. These 
arguments have been aptly summed 
up in the article by Dr. A. 
Bergmann, pubHshed in The 
Jerusalem Post on September 22. 

The matter must, however, be con- 
sidered from a wider angle. VAT has 

been recommended by economists 
and fiscal experts in spite of its 
Possible price-upping anti-social im- 
pact, as part of ἃ comprehensive tax 
reform. Indeed, It was suggested as 
the best start for this reform, 
because the revenue raised by VAT 
could then provide a reserve to offset 
cuts in income tax rates and finance 
ἈΠ’ expansion of our inadequate 
welfare system. This suggestion was 
initially made years before the Yom 
Kippur War, when inflationary 
pressure was relatively limited as 
would have been VAT’s unwelcome. 
side-effects. 

Nevertheless, this approach was 
then, as now, obstructed by the 
Histadrut, and as a result the tax 
reform was delayed. Thus, when the 
State's financial expenditures 
soared, in the wake of the last war, it 
could not raise the required revenue 
in an efficient and equitable manner. 
Instead, it resorted to a hodgepodge 
of tax hikes, forced loans and deficit 
spending, with calamitous conse- 
quences for both economic perfor- 
mance and social morale. 

When the income tax reform was 
tarried out at long last, it was in- 
evitably accompanied by loss of 
revenue and an increase in dispen- 
sable income, both of which only 
served to worsen the persistent infla- 
tion. Now, more taxes are 
recommended in order to mop up the 
excess purchasing power, and to 
close the government's deficit gap. 

The steps taken last month will not 
be the last in this direction. The im- 
position of VAT — although belated- 
ly — may therefore be imperative. 
But since most of our economy is 
now operating on ἃ cost-plus basis, 
footed by the Treasury, new charges 
are likely to be passed on. They will 
thus add to the inflationary spiral 
without actually being effective. 
Nobody any longer expects that VAT 
— initially levied at a modest rate — 
will stop the rot. Yet, though the old 
arguments against it now carry dou- 
ble weight, that does not mean we 
can dispense with VAT. 

The most worrying aspect of the 
VAT debate is that no solution at all 
is in sight for ow current fiscal 
malaise. The taxes on fuel and lux- 
uries suggested by Dr. Bergmann 
may be excellent as far as they go, 
but can still yleld only a fraction of 
the required amounts. The Treasury 
must also have been thinking along 
these lines, but the net revenue ex- 
pected from the most recent tax

an annual rate, and the high prices of 
gasoline and cigarettes are 
already making themselves felt in 
declining sales. 

Nor is rescue at hand from a taxon 
net wealth being suggested of late. 
An administration still incapable of 
collecting ordinary income tax — 
and shirking from the collection of 
‘VAT — cannot be expected to collect 
this most complicated and most easi- 
ly abused form of tax. Indeed, there 
is no alternative but to resort to 
VAT, but we — the consumers — will 
have to pay dearly for having shelv- 
ed it until now. 

Tax Reform 

The decisive reason for finally im- 
posing VAT is that without it the in- 
come tax reform will certainly fail, 
with all the dangerous consequences 
that this would bring. As time goes 
on, it becomes increasingly clear 
that success or failure of the reform 
depends mainly on putting an end to 
tax evasion by the self-employed, 
and the crucial factor here is the un- 
iversal application of bookkeeping. 
However, public opinion on this point 
is not encouraging, and is unlikely to 
improve while Inflation rages on. 
Resort to punitive action is not 
promising either. But the introduc- 
tion of VAT can force the issue by 
making some kind’ of accounting 
obligatory for most tradesmen and 
professionals. On the other hand, 
retreat from VAT would be widely 
interpreted as indulgence towards 
such breaches. 

Stull, even a better tax system is 
unlikely to halt our current galloping 
inflation. One has to bear in mind the 
size of the problem in order to un- 
derstand the difficulty of solving it. 
In the first half of the current fiscal 
year the Government borrowed from 
the central bank (in the form of 
printed money} double the amount 
budgeted for the whole year. The 
current annual deficit admitted to by 
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official spokesmen is about ILSb. — 
which is probably an underestimate, 
and does not take into account that 
part of the budget financed by sale of 
linked debentures. 

The total deficit spending 
therefore comes to net much less 
than ΤΌ. a month, or, let us say, 
one-sixth of the total budget, or close 
to1 per cent of our GNP. The new tax 
package may reduce this, deficit 
somewhat, but it is still too early to 
ascertain to what extent. Our current 
tax revenue covers only two-thirds of 
our expenditure, leaving 
the remainder to be financed by 
borrowing. Putting our fiscal house 
in order would require an increase of 
the tax revenue by almost one-half, 
which cannot be achieved merely by 
ἃ more equitable distribution of the 
tax burden. 

Galloping inflation just cannot be 
stopped by conventional fiscal 
ihethods. it is therefore small 
wonder that confidence in our legal 
tender is fading, that it is ncreasing- 
ly considered “‘bad money," whieb 
should be spent or exchanged into 
foreign currency as soon as possible. 
Dr. Bergmann also pointa to this 
worrying trend, and demands some 
corresponding action. He cites the 
freezing of 10 per cent of all cash 
balances in 1951 as an example of 
‘anti-inflationary shock treatment: ἢ 
But he fails to mention that this step 
was of no avail as long as deficit 
spending continued; that inflation 
slowed down only when a new 
economic policy was launched in 
1952. 

Unfortunately, anti-inflationary 
policy is unlikely to be popular. 
Prospects for adopting it in the near 
future are therefore dim. The im- 
position of VAT, although no pan- 
acea, would at least provide us with 
a potent fiscal instrument which 
could eventually prove to be of great 
use. '

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Taking the public for a ride 


THE GOVERNMENT reacted rapidiy to Egged’s threat to 
reduce its bus services. An interim arrangement was reached 
which prevented the immediate disruption of public transport. 
However, the authorities’ action was not fast enough to prevent 
disclosure of a financial mess and of an absence of policy. 
While the public was taken by surprise by the bus coope- 
rative’s ultimatum, the authorities concerned had ample notice 
of the brewing crisis, and could have avoided the show of 
force and the subsequent climb down. They had committed 
themselves to foot Egged’s hills without, so it seems, taking 
the consequences into account. As a result, huge arrears in 
payment have accumulated — at the very time when budgetary 
retrenchment is urgently called for and while the new Egged 
management, without the least regard for the Treasury's 
Plight, is anxious to prove it is doing its best for the coope- 


rative’s member-owners. 


‘The current subsidy on Egged fares amounts to about 1.4m 
a month, almost one-fifth of the cooperative's own revenué. 
On top of this, iis monthly deficit is now running at about 
TLi5m. Furthermore, it is in acute need of additional operating 

capital to repay bank overdrafts, settle overdue debts to 
suppliers, and release vehicles and jarge stocks of spare parts 
from the warehouses. Its tax debts alone amount to IL22m., 
though most of this is offset by the payment arrears of the 
Defence Ministry. The 150m. now proferred by the Govern- 
ment is but the first instalment on this account. By the end 
of the current fiseal year, it is expected to provide about 
Τοῦτα. in grants or cheap, long-term bank loans. 

It ia not clear why aid on such a scale should be extended 
to what is, after all, a private monopoly enterprise. The fact 
that the bus cooperatives shelter under the Histadrut umbrella 
scarcely alters their nature as a business. Egged members 
are now receiving straight salary (apart from the “manage- 
ment fee” they receive on their investment) to the tune of 
1L3,000 monthly, while their aggregate income (including 
fringe benefits) has been officially estimated at ILS,000 a 
month. Over the past two years, their incomes have doubled, 
while average wages in industry rose by two-thirds. If indus- 
trial ventures are now requested to pay their way, and the 
defence effort is cut for lack of money, one would expect the 
bus cooperatives to be subject to the same approach. 

But no. The authorities not only go on lavishly financing 
Egged’s operations, they have also shown their support for 
its magnificent scheme of early retirement for 600 of its 
veteran members, who would have their shares redeemed, and 
their pension rights advanced, to a total cost of IL200m. Half 
this amount is to be financed by a long-term loan from Bank 
Hapoalim, backed by the Treasury’s guarantee against eventual 
C-o-L increment, while the other half is to be provided directly 
from Government sources. Little wonder that the El Al strikers 
have been pointing to this scheme as proof of the Government's 
readiness to go to any lengths to avoid antagonizing powerful 


pressure groups. 


A committee to probe the bus company’s finances, and ἰὼ 
recommend a policy, was appointed a year ago, but it is not 
expected to report before mid-1976. The issue cannot he ig- 
nored — and the situation allowed to deteriorate — in the 
meantime. The present state of affairs, in which the Govern- 
ment has no effective say in the management of the bus 
cooperatives while it pours in millions of the public's money 
has to be ended forthwith. The appointment of Transport 
Ministry “‘observers” to attend meetings of the cooperative’s 
management, is at best a sign of how little has been done in 
this respect to date; it is not enough to put matters right.

KEEP EL AL FLYING

ONCE AGAIN ἘΠ Al is strike- 
bound. It makes little difference 
to its passengers or the Israeli 
public which one of the com- 
pany’s many workers’ com- 
mittees is responsible. But it is 
time we stopped taking this too- 
frequent state of affairs lying 
down. Each and every Israeli 
has the right to demand an ac- 
counting for the irreparable 
damage done to the good name. 
of our country and the enormous 
harm to its economy. For ali El 
Al's aircraft to be standing idle 
on the tarmac just when there is 
a slight increase in the tourist 
movement is an outrage. Some 
people might call it sabotage. 

The frightening heart of the 
matter jis not the additional 
harm done to our already 
precarious economy, nor the 
dangerous pattern set in labour 
relations. It is that the ΕἸ Al 
strike reveals a total lack of a 
sense of national responsibility 
and a complete failure to 
recognize our vulnerability. 

Israel’s major economic 
enterprises are not merely 
large-scale commercial 

ations. They each repre- 
sent a vital strategic position, 
none more so than El Al. When 
our national airline is our sole 
link with the outside world, both 
in times of peace and in sudden 
emergency, it cannot be an 
island to itself. It belongs not to 
its management, nor to its 
employees, but to the nation. 
And the nation cannot stand 
aside while a few individuals 
take the law into their own 
hands. The handful of ἘΠ Al 
strikers, who are holding not 
only the company but also the 
country and its guests to ran- 
‘som, must be made to realize 
their responsivilities. No man is 
forced to join the staff of El Ai. 
But once he has done so, he must 
recognize that the national air- 
line has a special status and he 
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must accept the obligations that 
go with it. Other cointries make 
special arrangements in their 
work contracts for vital pro- 
jects. 

The compulsory work orders 
isstied to some of the strikers are 
a poor substitute for a properly 
organized. legal arrangement 
which would assure the rights 
and responsibilities of workers 
and management alike. An in- 

. dependent arbitration panel of 
experts could deal with com- 
plaints, adjustments and 


revisions of iabour codes and 
work agreements, in coopera- 
tion with or under the auspices of 
the Histadrut. A labour code 
with -teeth and recourse to the 
courts when necessary could 
still save us from dangerous con- 
tingencies in the future. 

The people of Israel have the 
full right to expect their national 
carrier to function smoothly. 
Emergency measures should 
therefore be devised and 
adopted immediately so that ἘΠ 
Al can be kept flying at all times.
